These future purposes were. ac- 
curately understood to include a 
trip to Europe on behalf of the 
League of Nations. 

The result of that election was 
adecisive defeat for the President. 
Under similar circumstances.in 
Great Britain or France’the res- 
ponaible Ministry would". have 
resigned, since the control of.the 
House of Representatives, as well 
as.the Senate, passed ‘ta the 
Opposition. . oe 

Instead of resigning,. Mr. 
Wilson persevered in his deter- 
mination to go to Europe, The 
country bad no constitutional 
remedy -becanse the -Ampstican 
Constitution bad: been drafted at 
a time. when sailing vessels were 
the only means of . comusunica- 
tidn .with Europe, and no.one 
conceived of the possibility either 
of swift voyages or of cable 
communciations. The assump- 
tion 
was -that,-the President would 
stayin the United States : 


European visit Mr. Wilson was 
welcomed on all sides with un- 
precedented enthusiasm as the 
duly authorized representative 
of his country. 

When Mr. Wilson began to 
speak in the name ef the Ameri- 
can people, declaring that they 
desired a’certain form of peace. 
there was a renewal of American 
resentment. since Mr: Wilson had 
never submitted to the. American 
people any draft of his pro- 
gramme, : and the American 
people had rejected a “biank 
cheque “endorsement such” as 
he had sought at the November 
election. The more Mr. Wilson 
assumed toa speak for America, 
the more resentful the majority 
of the American people became. 
Mr. Wilson had counted on a 
shining success at Paris which 
would be sufficiently impressive 
to enlist American support when 
he came home, but in point of fact 
it is exceedingly doubtful if any 
success in Europe, however great, 
would have overcome American 
resentment. 

Aas the Conference in Paris pro- 
gressed, and it became clear that 
Britain was supporting Mr. Wil- 
son almost without reservation, 
jopular auspicion began to con- 
centrate ‘upon British purpeses.

Readers.interested in’ current political muvements will have 
noted the summaries of the latest. ceclarations mude by Lenin and 
Trotsky, that notorivus pair of Bolshevik leaders. Evidends the 
lust for power is too much for these revolutionary individuals to 
withstand, so they have gone over to autecracy of a form which 
appears to he even worse than that with which Russia became so 
familiar under the Romanoff regime. It isthe old. old story of men 
conceiving themselves ta he called two the task of liberating the 
oppressed and then indulging in even wurse oppression themselves. 
History has provided us with endless examples of that sort, and 
so long as human nature remains as it is, we may.take it forgranted 
that the future will sce the process ¢ontinued. That is whe some 
ofus.cannot hailewitl any undue enthusiasm the prospect of a 
possible Labour Giawernment at ome in the near future. There ix 
such a thing as Labour tyranny. which can he justas hard and 
exacting as tyranny =pringing from any other class, 

Lenin's latest idea is the ~ubstitution of autocratic for associat. 
éd powerin the organisation of government end industry, and He 
cites us an example therefor the carrying out of this idea in the 
Army. This he describes as an evolutionary measure, and he 
thinks the future will be best assured by autocracy of Communist 
leaders and Communist domination of the people. He is backed up 
in his ideas by Trotsky, who says the only nieans of strengthening 
the Soviet’s puwer is tu assemble the workmen at the factories and 
send them from place to place on the Government's instructions, 
the peasants to be turned into Lubour Corps under military discip- 
line, Such is the “freedom” which the Bolshevik leaders thin that 
the macses should enjoy! What will especially strike the interested 
reader is Trotsky's remark about the strengthening of the Soviet's 
power. That is the aim which these men havein view, apparently - 
the power that cun be wielded by the leaders, regardless of its 
consequences on the peeple. The liberty of the masses is quite a 
secondary consideration. :

After a hiatus of a few. weeks 
T have again commenced to keep 
upmy Disry.

No state- 
ment that His Excellency the 
Governor had made since his 
arrival in this Colony has created 
such a good impression as that on 
the question of the rent. pro- 
fiteering that is now going on. 
His Excellency said—"“At the 
last meeting of the Council I 
mentioned that for certain rea- 
sons which I believe are sound 
economic reasons I am against 
interference with rents as between 
landlords and tenants, if it is pos- 
sible, but if anything I said then 
Rave the impression that the 
Government would sit still with 
folded hands while the existing 
shortage of accommodation is 
exploited for private gain it is 
high tine that impression should 
be removed.”.. What a ring of 
sincerity in those words! What 
a flutter it must ‘have caused in 
the dovecotes of the rent pro- 
teers! -His Excellency said that 
he would have to get the Council 
{o agree to the appointment of a 
Fair Rent Board. should the pre- 
sent evil continue, Before this 
Board landlords would have to 
prove their cases before raising 
rents, It seems to me that thig js 
a case of closing the stable. door 
afrerthe steed has been stolen. 
By ‘the time the Government 
awakes to the necessity of creat- 
ing this tribunal, tenants will be 
pasing: preposterous rents for 
their flats. A better plan would 
be to give the tribunal power to 
fix.a fair rent in cases that come

The time has now come to 
secure the residents of the 
Colony ‘as a whole against the 
encroachmehts of rapacious pro- 
perty-owners. Legislation, as I 
have often emphasised. is urgent 
and necessary. It has been proved 
beyond reasonable doub: that 
there are a large number of 
cases in which the rents 
paid by persons of small means 
have been unconscionably taised. 
Atthe same time there ixa distinct 
shortage of houses in Hongkong 
and Kowloon for people of all 
classes and all communities and 
the need for further building is 
becoming acute. Tne Colony at 
present is decidedly underhoused 
for all classes. Further building 
should be encouraged to meet, 
the need of accommodation. The 
unoccupied sites that can be seen 
In certain places are being held, 
no doubt. for a biz profit some 
day. Meanwhile they contribute 
nothing to the expenses of the 
@olony on whose growth their in- 
creased value depends. Some 
action in this directiun seems 
essential. .
